The New York Journal Will Probably 
Build a Mill. 


Details of the Plans Are Not Known—Five Years Ago Mr. 
Hearst Acquired Water Power and Timber Land at 
Bombazee Rips, in Norridgewock, Me.—What 
May Be Done in the Matter. 








lhe news leaked out this week that William R. Hearst 
has finally decided to build a paper mill. Where the mill 
is to be located is not definitely known. Neither are any 
of the details of the proposed project known to outsiders, 
but it is surmised that the water power and timber lands 
located in and about Norridgewock, Me., which have been 
held by a trustee for the past five years for Mr. Hearst, will 
now be used. This property was described in THe Paper 
Trave JourNAL of July 20, 18099. The water power is 
known as the Bombazee Rips and is on the Kennebec River, 
a few miles south of the Madison mill of the Great North- 
ern Paper Company. It is said that large tracts of spruce 
timber lands have been acquired on both sides of the river 
With a good water power and plenty of wood it can be 
seen that the new enterprise has all the requisites for suc- 
cess. The Rips is one of the best powers on the Kennebec 
and is about the only one that has not been utilized. Be- 
sides the heavy flow of the river at that point the falls gain 
additional strength, as they are a little south of the junction 
of the Sandy River with the Kennebec. With a high dam 
across the river at the Rips, it is estimated that power 
enough to make 150 tons of news paper daily could be ob- 
tained easily. In the original plans, drafted five years ago, 
it was proposed to build a granite dam at the falls, the 
stones for which were to be quarried at the Bodlin quarry, 
half a mile from the Rips 

While it cannot at this time be stated positively that Mr 
Hearst will use his Maine property for the site of his first 
paper mill, it does seem likely that he will make his ex- 
periments and gain his experience as a paper manufacturer 
on the ground which he has held for the past five years. If 
he is successful at Bombazee Rips he will undoubtedly go 
into the paper manufacturing business on a still larger 
scale, in time, perhaps, becoming independent of all outside 
Other large con

however, has actually made a beginning. 

Mr. Hearst really made a start five years ago, when he 
bonded the property in and around Bombazee Rips. He is 
now evidently going ahead on the plans then drawn up 
These plans, by the way, provided for the erection at the 


Rips of a paper mill which could be put up in sections, -

Whether the original plan will be followed is, of course,

Paper Mill to Be Built at Merrill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., September 5, 1904 —A good deal has 
been said from time to time about the proposed building 
of a paper mill at Merrill, but definite information con 
cerning the matter has been wanting. Your correspondent 
is now in a position to give the facts, however.

the water power is now being constructed. The mill will 


be located in the city of Merrill, but the power will come 


from the Prairie River, one of the tributaries of the Wis 
consin River, and the dam will be 8 miles from the mill 
The power will be generated at the dam and transmitted 
electrically to the mill. The Prairie River is not a large 
stream, but at the point selected for the dam a fall of 50 
feet occurs, producing a head of water of that height, and 
the resulting power is estimated at about 2,000 horse power 

The mill will have one paper machine, and will be de 
voted to the making of wall paper, the capacity being about 
20 tons a day. As before stated, the dam is now under 
construction, and it is expected that the erection of the 
mill buildings will be commenced this week. Mr. Harmon 
of the Grand Rapids Pulp and Paper Company, is the man 
who is in practical charge of the enterprise. The company

Injunction in Digester Lining Case. 

Utica, N. Y., September 3, 1904.—Judge Ray, of the 
United States Circuit Court, has filed decision granting 
an injunction against the Battle Island Paper Company, of 
Fulton, in an infringement suit brought by Romedrum 
Pauzl. The infringement was on a composition for lining 
vessels for storing and boiling corrosive liquids, an abso 
lute proof against the solutions necessarily involved in th 
sulphite wood process. The suit was brought against the 
company and a number of its officers and employees, but 
the court only grants judgment against the Fulton corpo 
ration. A restraining order will be entered and an order 
for an accounting.

BLEACHING POWDER. 


Various Reports as to the Conditions 
That Govern. 


Some People Assert and Others Deny That Former Agree- 
ment Among Manufacturers Has Been Renewed— 
Some 1905 Contracts Placed at Old Price— 

The Course of the Market.

derstood in the trade that both the foreign and domesti 
producers of bleach have recently renewed their agreement 
of last year. No acknowledgment of this reported renewal 
can as yet be obtained. Representatives of the producers 
strenuously deny that any such agreement has been mack 
Chey say that the situation is unchanged and that the 
have bleach to sell at the market price of 1'4 cents. Mid 
diemen and large consumers, on the other hand, state posi 
tively that the trade agreement which existed last year 
among the producers in Germany, France, Belgium, Eng 
land and America has just been renewed for another year 

In regard to the price fixed these gentlemen say that, 1 
their opinion, it is about the same as last year, namely, ! 
cents, or possibly a trifle less. The fact that a number of 
contracts to run over the year 1905 have recently been 
made at 114 cents leads to the belief that the price for next 
year will be that figure. No change in last year’s terms 
cash ten days, no discounts—is expected to be made thi 
year 

According to the agreement made in New York in Octo 
ber of last year the price was fixed at I 4 cents ex dock 
in America for the foreign and 1% cents f. o. b. works in 
this country. In both cases, however, there was an equal: 
zation clause in the agreement whereby the cost to th 
consumer bécame uniform. This equalization of cost was 
accomplished by allowing rebates to the consumers on 
their freight charges, thus making the cost to them all the 
same 

Che agreement entered into last year was brought about 
as a result of the sévere competition which had been going 
on for the two years previous. Heavy overproduction was 
at the bottom of the trouble. The American works, it was 
said, had doubled their output within the two years 1902 
and 1903 The German manufacturers, however, were 
blamed for breaking the market, as they unloaded thei 
heavy surplus both in England and in this country Che 
contract price for the year 1902, which was 1% cents, was 
forced down in the fall of that year to 1°4 cents for 1903, 
as a result of the competition for business Last fall when 
the manufacturers all came together in the agreement the 


situation was even worse than in the preceding yeat Chey 


therefore could not raise the price above I 4 cents, although 
at that figure they claim that there is no money in th 
business At that time spot sales were reported at | 
cents. Such sales are being made today at the same price 
rhe situation therefore cannot be said to have improved 
within the year In this fact lies the chief reason for a

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INCREASED ACTIVITY REPORTED. 


From All Jobbing Centres Come Reports of a Larger Volume 
of Trade—Mills Are Comfortably Supplied 
With Orders. 


Signs of increased activity marked the opening of the 
fall season in the New York market on the resumption of 
business after Labor Day. The return to town of all hands 
refreshed from vacations or from the three days’ outing 
is partly responsible for the spirit of activity which now 
prevails. The handling of the business which accumulated 
since Friday night of last week, no doubt, also had some- 
thing to do with the change from the lethargy of the sum- 
mer. In addition to the eagerness to do business it is re- 
ported that the demand has actually increased and that the 
volume of inquiry from all quarters is considerably larger. 
The feature of the market, however, is the feeling of con- 
fidence that trade will, from now on, show expansion each 
week. The fact that stocks in the hands of dealers and 
consumers are light is relied on as a guarantee of good 
business this fall. For it is figured out that the normal 
consumption of the country will be sufficient to keep all the 
mills going full until next spring if there are no old stocks 
of paper to draw on. In regard to prices it can be said that 
there is now a manifest disposition to hold them firmly. 
Even those manufacturers who have been rather short of 
orders of late are now anxious to profit by the increased 
demand and are asking full market rates for their products. 
Those making the average grades of book papers are con- 
spicuous in this respect. In the standard grades of book 
papers there has been no change. Ground wood papers are 
thought to be firmer, as pulp is reported rather scarce. No. 
2 wood manilas are practically out of the market. Some 
improvement in the demand for i.o. 1 wood manilas is 
also reported. Because of the revival of general business, 
due to the advent of September, manilas, and in fact, all 
kinds of papers, are more in demand. This increase in the 
demand, which is comparatively small now, is expected to 
grow considerably after the middle of the month. Some 
stiffening of prices is predicted all along the line soon after 
the 15th. As yet it is said to be a little early to have the 
fall business affect prices very much. In regard to box 
hoards important developments are expected as a result of 
the meeting being held at Buffalo, N. Y., today (Thurs- 
day.) 


Some Improvement at Holyoke.

Since Saturday noon of last week until this (Tuesday) 
morning the jobbing distribution of paper has been sus- 
pended, Monday having been a legal holiday, when trade 
and traffic were stopped in deference to the dignity of labor. 
In consequence of the succession of “off days” the mail 
today is very large, and the numerous orders to be filled 
keep everybody about the paper warehouses on the jump 
getting shipments off. That business with local paper deal- 
ers has much improved of late is generally admitted, and 
now that the summer vacation season is at an end a more 
active trade is looked for. In commenting upon the vol- 
ume of business for the past three summer months the 
head of one of Boston’s leading jobbing paper firms stated 
that the total sales for that period, reckoned in tonnage of 
paper moved, was fully up to that of the previous summer. 
And it is most likely that other city dealers have been as 
well favored. Concerning future business the outlook is 
very encouraging, since the demand for paper will natural- 
ly increase as the general fall business improves, and paper 
dealers, in consequence, are feeling quite optimistic. Busi- 
ness with the paper mills is fairly good and they are run 
ning on orders, although the orders, it is said, have been 
coming to hand slowly. Mill quotations on regular lines 
of standard grades have shown no change of late, prices

Philadelphia Holds Its Recent Gain. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PHILADELPHIA, September 6, 1904.—Business generally 
continues to hold the steady fall increase noted last week 
None of the jobbers are rushed and none of. the mills are 


asserting that press of orders prevents prompt deliveries. 
For the jobbers the gain over August consists rather in the 
number of orders than in the size, for though the smaller 
printers are all active the larger ones have not yet felt the 
stimulus of fall trade. But these look forward with entire 
confidence. 

In no particular kind of paper has the market a feature. 
Demand for wrappings is improved, but is still less than it 
should be, a condition still due to the exceptional cause of 


_ continued strikes and dullness in the great textile manufac- 


turing districts. The market for building papers is very 
much better and for blanks for the stainers very good. 
Flats and writings enjoy little call, and news, though in 
fair demand, remains unchanged. 

While Presidential year has no alarm for either mill men 
or jobbers, since whatever the outcome no national issue 
of paramount importance is involved, the apprehension usu- 
ally arising therefrom has been transferred to the labor 
question. The element of uncertainty which exists is so- 
ciological rather than political. BS. Mee

Argentina’s Paper Imports.

than in 1902. Paper was imported for the most part from 
Germany, England, France and the United States.

Germany's exports of paper to the Argentine Republic 
during the first four months of 1904 were more than twice 
as large as they were during the same period of 1903 or in 


any previous year, and the Republic ranks now only after 
England, Holland and Belgium as a purchaser of German 
paper.

Mill Construction in Wisconsin. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App_eton, Wis., September 5, 1904.—A good deal of mill 
construction work is going on at present in this district, 
being for the most part additions to existing plants. 

Work upon the addition to the mill of the Thilmany 
Pulp and Paper Company is progressing rapidly. The 
company during the last two or three years has increased its 
capacity about 30 per cent. by additions and improvement of 
machinery, and the mill outgrew its finishing room capac- 
ity. The new addition, therefore, is to provide more finish- 
ing room and storage room capacity. It is expected that 
the walls will be completed by the end of the present week. 
The business of putting the new roof over the whole plant 
will then be undertaken, and finally the whole plant will 
be sprinklered. 

An immense amount of work has been done upon the 
new book mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company at Kim- 
berly, and an immense amount still remains to be done. 
The job of excavation was an enormous one, the entire 
side of the river bluff having been cut away and carted 
off. The buildings are beginning to take definite form and 
shape. Some of them have their walls completed and a 
part of the steel work of floors and supports in place. 
None of the roofs are on as yet, however, and some of 
the buildings are showing only their foundations above the 
ground. When completed this will be altogether the big- 
gest single paper making establishment in Wisconsin. 

A large force of men is engaged upon the new mill of 
the Tomahawk Paper Company at Tomahawk, Wis. Most 
of the walls of the buildings are up, and it is confidently 
expected that the mill will be making paper by early in 
January. Fox RIver. 


New Plants in Maine. 


Carats, Me. September 3, 1904.—Although nothing 
definite has been decided upon, it is rather expected that 
the pulp and paper plants, which are now assured, will be 
erected at Grand Falls instead of at Sprague’s Falls, as was 
at first intended. One of the reasons for the proposed 
change is the expense of raising the railroad bridge and 
tracks to the necessary height, a distance of 15 feet at 
the bridge site, which is said to be so large as to cause the 
management of the railroad to hesitate. 

There is ample power at Grand Falls, which is nearly 
8 miles from Sprague’s Falls, and in event of the for- 
mer being selected as the site of the proposed plant, a 
branch 5 miles long would bring the railroad right to 
the mills. Then, too, in the opinion of a gentleman well 
acquainted with the territory and its advantages, the build- 
ing of the plant at Grand Falls would give to the com- 
pany the additional power of Sprague’s Falls, which could 
be used for generating electricity, whereas if the latter 
site were chosen the overflow caused by the dams would 
minimize materially the value of the power at the falls far- 
ther up the river. 

Surveyors are at work on both sites, and the one which 
proves the least expensive will doubtless be chosen. There 
was some talk of changing the route of the Princeton 
branch so as to bring the line entirely within the State and 
thus avoid the necessity of encountering the customs regu- 
lations, but railroad men say that in all probability the line 
will not be changed. Surveyors will make report as to the 
wisdom and expense of this departure, and the same will 
be submitted at an early date. ,

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THE LATE E. W. HAGAR. 


The Funeral Largely Attended by Paper Men from Various 
Sections—Sketch of Mr. Hagar’s Career 
in the Paper Industry. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 5, 1904.—A large number of 
paper manufacturers from Dayton and valley towns, also 
from mill centres in other parts of the country, attended 
the funeral of the late Edwin W. Hagar, owner of the 
Hagar Straw Board and Straw Wrapping Mills, at Cedar- 
ville, Ohio, and a leading officer and general manager of 
the newly organized Franklin Board and Paper Company, 
of Franklin, Ohio. The deceased had been so closely as 
sociated with Dayton business men in various paper mill 
enterprises that he was considered a Daytonian, though

he resided at Xenia, Ohio. It was at the latter place that 
thousands paid their last tribute to a worthy citizen. The 
services were conducted at the Hagar home on West Sec- 
ond street, and were in charge of Rev. Dr. W. H. Moore- 
head and Rev. H. J. Simpson, of the Episcopalian Church. 
Appropriate remarks were made by the clergy, especially 
as to his exceptional qualities as a liberal spirited manu- 
facturer who always had in mind the welfare of the com- 
munity. 

The coroner of Greene County has completed his official 
investigation of the tragedy in which Mr. Hagar figured. 
It developed subsequently that while there were no wit- 
nesses to the deplorable accident, Mr. Hagar had been seen 
by Mrs. John A. McClain, a resident on the Columbus 
pike, as he passed her house in his big automobile. The 
machine soon shot out of sight, being obscured by clouds 
of dust, but the sudden ceasing of the “chug, chug” attract- 


ed her attention, and she knew that something had hap- 
pened. She called her husband, who hastened down the 
pike, only to discover the machine upside down in a ditch 
along the road. Dr. Dice and Dr. McClellan, who had been 
summoned, hurried to the scene, as it was not known that 
the victim of the accident was dead. McClain was assisted 
in extricating the body, which was pinioned under the 
heavy machine, by Professor Shorter, of the Xenia Uni- 
versity, and several students. It was not positively known 
for some time that the victim was the wealthy Cedarville 
manufacturer, who had been in the habit of making the 
trip from Cedarville to Xenia every day in his auto, the 
distance usually being covered in twenty minutes. Mr. 
Hagar was reported to be a cautious driver, and the acci- 
dent is said to have been due to the fact that while attempt- 
ing to regain the turnpike after having traveled on a grass 
plot alongside the road the wheels became stalled in gravel, 
and in the effort to plough through the lever was turned 
to the last notch and the auto jumped forward at full 
speed and with such suddenness that it careened into a 
ditch. Mr. Hagar’s neck was broken and his head and 
shoulders were buried 18 inches in mud and water. The 
machine was not materially damaged. 

Mrs. Hagar, who is an invalid, and her daughter waited 
patiently for husband and father to return to supper from 
the mill, and it was several hours after the accident that 
they were notified. Albert Hagar, a brother, who is an 
attorney in New York city, was apprised of the fatality 
subsequently and arrived in time to attend the funeral. 
The deceased’s aged mother resides near Cedarville, Ohio. 

Ed. B. Weston, of the Weston Paper Company and the 
Franklin Board and Paper Company, in speaking of the 
deceased manufacturer, said: “Mr. Hagar came from a 
long line of paper manufacturers. He himself was a prac- 
tical mill man, having learned all branches of the industry 
under his father, the late Walter Hagar... He commenced 
in the paper business at the Clifton Mill and was later con- 
nected with his father in the Xenia Paper Company, which 
at that time was owned by Walter Hagar and Hon. John 
Little. In 1892 he, with his father and Mr. Little, organ- 
ized the Hagar Straw Board and Paper Company at 
Cedarville. Five years later, on the death of his father, E. 
W. Hagar assumed full charge and had acted in that ca- 
pacity since. In 1898 Mr. Hagar and I organized the Rock 
Falls Paper Company, of Rock Falls, Ill, also the Brown 
Paper Company, of Fort Madison, Ia. In 1900 there was 
organized the Independent Paper Company, with mills in 
Coshocton, Xenia and Knightstown. In 1903 we organized 
the Franklin Board and Paper Company, of Franklin. Mr. 
Hagar was one of the wealthiest and best known straw 
paper manufacturers in the United States. He was promi- 
nently identified with the box board interests. He was a 
man of sterling worth and high moral character. His name 
in the paper trade was synonymous with honesty, integrity 
and fair dealing.” 

The Citizens’ League of Xenia has adopted resolutions 
on Mr. Hagar’s death, “cherishing his memory, striving to 
emulate his zeal and further the cause of good citizenship 
which lay so close to his heart.” M. V.

He has paid great attention 
to the making of 20 pound Nos. i and 2 manilas and has 
made great success in these lines. 


Pulp Sheets for Filtering Beer. 

The pulp employed in filters for beer and wine is a long 
fibred, “free” beaten cotton half stuff. When filtration was 
first introduced in the brewing industry, sheets of filter 
pulp were employed, which were used until they became 
clogged, and were then discarded. Later, on account of the 
expense, the pulp was supplied in blocks 40 centimetres 
square and 3.5 centimetres thick; these blocks were pulped 
up in water and distributed on the sieves of the filter to 
any desired thickness. After use the pulp was washed, 
sterilized and dried. Owing to improper treatment in man- 
ufacture, and irrational dryiag in thick blocks, the pulp 
frequently presented difficulties in the disintegration pre- 
vious to use. There has lately, therefore, been a tendency 
to replace the thick blocks by sheets of thin cardboard, 
weighing from 200 to 400 grams per square metre, ready for 
use, which are prepared on the Fourdrinier paper machine 
at a far less cost than the blocks. According to the Woch- 
enblatt fiir Papierfabrikation, the whole art of preparing a 
filtering pulp which disintegrates readiiy and uniformly 
in water lies in maintaining the fibres in the same condition 
as they exist in the rags, with a minimum of chemical and 
mechanical treatment. For this reason the raw material 
should consist of knitted white cottons (cellular shirtings) 
which require very little beating. Strong bleaching should, 
above all, be avoided, since this tends to the production of 
a wet half stuff, which resists the desired disintegration in

PiatrssurcG, N. Y., September 3, 1904.—Rapid work has 
been accomplished on the new paper mill of the Progress- 
ive Pulp and Paper Company and the building is now prac- 
tically completed, and the installing of the machinery is 
well under way. This mill is of the most modern type and, 
as the manager of the company, Mr. Moore, says, is one of 
the best equipped and best built in the country. 

The new mill is a substantial structure of brick, its 
length being 236 feet. It has been built under the personal 
supervision of the president, J. J. Cunningham, and the 
manager, Orville H. Moore, and every detail has received 
their attention. The building is now practically completed 
and some idea of its size may be gained when it is stated 
that 500,000 brick were used in the construction. 

The work of installing the machinery is well under way. 
A 350 horse power engine and 450 horse power water tube 
boiler have already been placed in their respective rooms. 
The paper machine is nearly completed. Concrete floors 
are being laid in the machine room, the shafting is being 
put in and the piping will be begun in a few days. 

The old pulp mill has received a thorough overhauling. 
A new flume and headgates have been put in and a stone 
bulkhead built. Two new turbines have also been installed 
and the wheels will be able to develop 1,600 horse power. 
This part of the work is practically completed. 

The mill is equipped for making any of the fibre papers, 
as the papers made from wood pulp are called, but just 
which kind will be manufactured at the start has not yet 
been determined. It is expected that the mill will be in 
operation shortly after October 1. 

The work of remodeling the old Hartwell mill, recently 
purchased by the Lake Champlain Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, is also progressing satisfactorily. Local capital is in- 
terested in this mill, half the stock being held by those in- 
terested in the Progressive Company. Mr. Moore oversees 
the alterations at the mill and Mayor W. J. McCaffrey also 
gives the work his personal supervision. The work of 
making paper will begin in this mill before that in the 
other mill, probably about October 1.

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CANADA’S PULP INDUSTRY. 


Its Development, as Shown by the Figures of George John- 
ston, the Dominion Statistician—Thirty-nine 
Mi'ls in Operation. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, September 3, 1904—The figures of the 
Dominion statistician, George Johnston, as to the develop- 
ment of the pulp industry are most important. The indus- 
try during the calendar year 1903 was carried on by thirty- 
nine mills, which had an output of 275,619 tons of wood 
pulp. Of this quantity 187,871 tons were mechanical pulp. 
84,808 sulphite and 2,940 soda. The corresponding quanti- 
ties for 1902 were: Mechanical, 155,210 tons; sulphite, 
76,753 tons, and soda, 9,044 tons. This shows an increase 
of 34,030 tons in 1903. The increase in sulphite was 8,073 
and in mechanical 32,661 tons, soda showing a decrease of 
6,104 tons. The total value of the output of 1903 was 
$5,219,892. This would have been considerably greater but 
for the collapse of the Sault industries, of which pulp mak- 
ing was one of the most important. 

There are several large mills in course of construction 
or which, being finished, did not operate during the year 
1903. Two or three firms have gone out of business or 
manufacture only paper, where before they made pulp. 
Nine of the thirty-nine mills manufacture sulphite and 


three soda pulp. Twenty-seven manufacture mechanical 
pulp and five make both chemical and mechanical. Taking 
the returns of thirty-nine mills, the average time the mills 
ran during the year was nearly nine months. The value 
of the production was $5,219,892, the amount exported 
$3,013,441, leaving $2,206,451 for home use. These figures 
show that we export about 57 per cent. of our production 
Of the $3,013,441 worth exported by Canada in 1903 Great 
Britain took $865,826, the United States $1,890,448, and 
other Countries $248,107. L

alleged participation in a plot to do away with his wife, 
two local doctors setting a trap for him by summoning 
detectives, who were concealed in an adjoining room and 
overheard an alleged conversation concerning a plot to 
poison Schaeffer's wife. After several hours’ perusal of 
the Ohio statutes the city attorneys and county prosecutor 
reported that they could find no law under which he might 
be held, and he was released from custody. 

The publicity given the case compelled Schaeffer to make 
his hasty departure from the commercial world, and on the 
next day at a meeting of the board of directors of the 
Dayton Envelope Company his resignation was accepted 
and his interests were purchased by the other members of 
the concern.

Schaeffer formerly owned a dozen or more gro- 
ceries under the name of the Cincinnati Grocery Company, 
which he sold to the syndicate which now controls them, 
the Kroger Grocery and Baking Company, the largest firm 
of its kind in this part of the country. M. V.

Lockwood’s Directory for 1905. 

In a few days Lockwood's Directory for 1905 will be 
ready for distribution. This is the thirtieth annual edition 
of the book, and the new volume will be found to meet the 
requirements of those who use it, even more fully than did 
its predecessors. 

Heretofore Lockwood's Directory has been issued about 
July 1, the beginning of the dull season, when the pur- 
chasers of the book were more interested in vacation than in 
business, and when there was no urgent, immediate need 
for the volume. The date of publication has been changed 
to September, because that is the time when the business 
for the fall and winter begins and when there exists a 
necessity for a book containing fresh, up to date informa- 
tion. Buyers are seeking for sources of paper supply, sell- 
ers are looking for customers, and so the book, published 
at the beginning of the busy season, meets the requirements 
of both classes. 

The book for 1905 takes note of the new mills that have 
been completed since the last issue, or that are under con- 
struction, or that are projected, and gives such details as 
to them as will be of service to those interested. The lists 
of paper dealers, coated and waxed paper manufacturers, 
paper stock and rag dealers, envelope manufacturers, blank 
book makers, paper bag and paper box makers, pad and tab- 
let manufacturers, &c., have been revised and brought up 
to date. The department of Watermarks and Brands has 
been enlarged and there has been added a department of 
“Useful Data for Paper Makers.” The material for this 
department was prepared by Little & Walker, the well 
known paper trade chemists of Boston, and contains a 
mass of information that will be of service to the practical 
paper and pulp man in his everyday mill work. 

Those who have not ordered the book should do so .at 
once. Orders should be sent to the Lockwood Trade Jour- 
nal Company, 150 Nassau street, New York. The price of 
the book is, as heretofore, $3. 


Will W. R. Hearst Build? 


The report that W. R. Hearst, proprietor of the New 
York Journal and other papers, will build a paper mill is 
again revived, and this time it is definitely stated that he 
has finally decided to go ahead with construction. The 
details of his plans are known only to himself and his lieu- 
tenants, and they therefore cannot be announced at this 
time. Some years ago Mr. Hearst acquired a water power 
and timber lands in Maine, and it is suspected naturally 
that the new mill will be erected at Bombazee Rips, on the 
Kennebec, where the property is located. 

Mr. Hearst, with his publications at New York, Chi- 
cago, Boston, San Francisco and Los Angeles, is a large 
consumer of paper. In fact, he is the largest consumer of 
news in this country. In going into the manufacture of 
paper he is following the example of W. R. Nelson, of 
Kansas City, Mo., and W. D. Boyce, of Chicago, both of 
whom are publishers owning and operating paper mills, 
the product of which they use in their own publications. 

The development of the Hearst plans will be awaited 
with interest. Recently Mr. Hearst closed a five years’ 
contract with the International Paper Company for his 
supply of white paper, but this contract will not stand in 
the way of his making his own raw material, as it can be 
terminated by either party to it at the end of any year on 
thirty days’ notice. 


Our Imports and Exports. 


On page 5 of this issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL 
we print the returns of exports and imports of paper, paper 
stock, wood pulp, chemicals, &c., for the month of July and 
the seven months ended July 31, 1904, as prepared by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, together with the 
figures for the corresponding periods of last year, for pur- 
poses of comparison. 

Of paper we have increased both our imports and our 
exports. In July, 1904, we imported paper to the value of 
$486,610, as against $483,425 in July, 1903, while in the 
seven months ended July 31, 1904, we imported paper to 
the value of $3,041,121, as against $2,837,039 in the seven 
months ended July 31, 1903. The increases in the seven 
months’ period were mainly in the items of lithographic 





labels and “all other,” a statement which conveys very lit- 
tle definite information but is the extent to which the 
Government enlightens the paper industry on this particu- 
lar point. In July, 1904, we exported paper to the value 
of $665,248, and in July, 1903, to the value of $550,600, 
while in the seven months ended July 31, 1904, we exported 
paper to the value of $4,553,032, as- against $4,234,570, the 
value of our paper export in the seven months ended July 
31, 1903, a gain of $318,462. 

The countries to which the paper was distributed in the 
seven months’ period are shown in the following table:

The gains have been in the items of paper hangings, 
playing cards, printing paper, and writing paper and en- 
velopes, while the item “all other” shows a loss. Of print- 
ing paper we exported in the seven months ended July 31, 
1903, 58,875,581 pounds, valued at $1,542,083, and in the 
seven months ended July 31, 1904, 58,885,505 pounds, valued 
at $1,719,577. The increase in the tonnage shipped abroad 
is very small and not at all proportionate to the increase in 
the value, showing that the prices realized were much bet- 
ter than at the corresponding time last year. 

In the pulp department we have increased our imports 
and decreased our exports. In the seven months ended 
July 31, 1903, we imported pulp to.the value of $2,030,780, 
and in the seven months ended July 31, 1904, to the value 
of $2,105,717. In the seven months ended July 31, 1903, we 
exported pulp valued at $230,132, and in the seven months 
ended July 31, 1904, we exported pulp valued at $212,470, a 
loss of $17,653. 


The price of bleaching powder for 1905 is a somewhat 
interesting question. The price has. not yet been an- 
nounced, but contracts have been closed for next year, the 
same as they always are, the price being made later. The 
old agreement between producers across the water seems 
to have been renewed, but the general opinion is that not- 
withstanding that there will be ne great change in figures. 
It is not likely that they will go lower, nor is it believed 
that they will be advanced much. 


In this issue of THe Parer Trapve JourNAL we print the 
conclusion of the series of articles on “Power Economy in 
Pulp Mills,” by Robert E. Horton. It has been an inter- 
esting series, and has attracted the attention of pulp men, 
as it deserved to. They may differ in their opinions as to 
the author’s work, and if they do they have our cordial 
invitation to express their views in our columns. Discus- 
sion ef these questions cannot fail of benefit to all con- 
cerned.

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POWER ECONOMY IN PULP MILLS. 


_ Arrangement of Grinder Room—Best Development of a Vari- 
able Power— Selection of Turbines—Power Lost Through 
Mill Work—Value of Flashboaris and Pond- 
age—Repairing Leaky Dams—Leakage 
of Turbine Gates.

(Continued from Paper Trade Journal, August 18, 1904.) 
Another matter which is not always given the consid- 
eration it deserves in seeking economy of power is leak- 
age. The leakage loss at a dam and water power, of 
course, has no significance when the water is high and 
there is full supply. When the low water season arrives it 
means in many cases a direct loss that must be made up 
in one of two ways: by increasing the stock pile when 
the water is plentiful or by using coal. Mill men who 
would stand aghast at a pilfering from their coal pile, 
proportionate in amount, will complacently allow 10, or 20, 
or 30 per cent. of their water power go to waste through 
leakage during the low water season. So large leakage 
loss may perhaps be exceptional, yet the writer knows of 
cases where the figures given have been considerably ex- 
ceeded, and there is nearly always some loss from this 
source. There are doubtless two reasons for the neglect 
to stop leakage losses: first, the leakage cannot, as a rule, 
be seen or measured readily when there is abundant water, 
and, second, the pond must usually be drawn and the en- 
tire power wasted for a time in order to stop the leakage. 

Leakage is of a variety of kinds; through flashboards, 
through timber or masonry dams, through wooden flumes 
and penstocks, and through the gates of the turbines 
themselves. Flashboard leakage is usually easily remedied 
by the use of better flashboards, or by burlap or “sand- 
ing.” Leakage through timber dams, especially old ones, 
is very troublesome. For,new dams not backfilled, patch- 
ing or reflooring may suffice, but it is often the case that 
there are spurts and trickling water flowing nearly every- 
where under an old dam. “Thorough backfilling with pud- 
died material may be effective, but there are cases where 
a new dam is the best remedy. 

The writer feels sure that more than half the leakage, 
undermining and failure of mill dams results from lack 
of proper aprons to prevent underscour at the toe of the 
structure. This is a common ailment of both timber and 
masonry structures, and an open leak underneath, once 
started, is very difficult to repair permanently. Small 
spurts through the joints of loose stone work, or perhaps 
through the floor of a spar dam, have been stopped with 
waterproofed canvas, packed with earth. The writer has 
successfully stopped large spurts in a rock dam by plug- 
ging the holes when the water is drawn down, and pouring 
in thick cement grout through a long, vertical pipe, giving 
a strong pressure head to force the grout into the masonry. 

Leakage through the gates of turbine wheels is indi- 
cated by an appreciable current in the tailrace when the 
plant is idle. This is a prolific source of waste. The 


remedies are the use of good turbines and good trash’ 


racks. A piece of driftwood or other obstruction under 
the edge of a 60 inch diameter cylinder gate of a turbine, 
causing an opening 1 inch high, may permit as much water 
to waste as would flow through an orifice 1 foot square 
under the full head of water. This waste is, of course, 
only going on when the plant is idle, but in the case of a 
mill which runs daytimes only the draught on the night 
inflow to the pond may be considerable. Where many tur- 
bines were in use the writer has more than once measured 
waste from a single power canal amounting to many 
thousand cubic feet per minute, chiefly from this source. 
As pointed out, the chief causes of this waste are poor 
trash racks and negligence. 

A turbine water wheel is usually down under water at 
work; it does not appear on dress parade in polished 
brass trimmings, as does the steam engine, and is corre- 
spondingly neglected, being “out of sight and out of 
mind.” However, the turbine is sometimes the source of 
trouble by being ill adapted to its use. 

Wood pulp mills are habitués of localities where streams 
are full of driftwood, dead leaves, sand and ice. A light 
built turbine with complicated gate mechanism can hardly 
be expected to give good satisfaction under such condi- 
tions. The old two bucket Maine wheel or “water hog” 
of the Northern pioneers could pass a small pulp log with- 
out difficulty, and was admirably adapted to work in un- 
favorable conditions, though low in efficiency. Better 
types of turbines have, of course, been evolved to meet the 
trying conditions of such service, but the fact remains that 
as much good judgment can be displayed in selecting a 
turbine water wheel as in selecting a horse, and this must, 
in a measure, be done if economy and freedom from waste 
and annoyance are to be expected. 

A broader line of water power economy may also be 
mentioned, namely, the substitution of a central electrical 
station, for the time honored water power canal. Instead 
of a turbine plant at each mill there would be but one 


central power plant, distributing power to the several mills 
through short electrical or wire rope transmission lines. 
\ similar substitution could also sometimes be effected, in 
the case of several successive low dams on the same 
stream, by building a penstock extending from the highest 
to the lowest level, with a power house at its lower end. 
The economy cffected and the added convenience would in 
either case often be very great. The difficulties of carry- 
ing out such consolidations lie in the way of interference 
with vested rights and of a satisfactory adjustment of the 
amount of power to which each user is entitled. The 
number of turbines needed could be very greatly reduced, 
the space occupied by the separate plants and by the power 
canals and raceways would be available for other purposes, 
the equable division of the power, instead of being a con- 
stant source of uncertainty and annoyance, would become 
simple and precise; one user would be unable to draw 
water or hold back pondage to the detriment of others, 
surplus power could be more completely utilized, and, 
finally, the total power available could often be greatly in- 
creased through the elimination of numerous sources of 
loss of head, leakage and inefficiency.

Color Mixture for Coating Paper. 


The Papier Zeitung gives a formula for a color mixture 
for coating paper intended for the glacé covering of paste- 
board. The enamel, when moistened, is softened but not 
dissolved, so that adhesive labels can be attached. Fifteen 
kilogs. of “satin white” and 10 kilogs. of china clay 
are ground up in about 7 litres of water, and mixed with 
a solution of 2.75 kilogs. of casein, from 275 to 300 grams 
of borax, and from 0.5 to 0.75 kilog of soap in 14.5 litres of 
water. Finally from 50 to 55 grams of formaldehyde in 
500 c c. of water are gradually added to the mixture. Froth- 
ing of the mixture can be prevented by the use of skim 
milk or fusel oil.

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News From THE MILLs. 


. B. Rommell is making extensive improvements in his 
on at Pittston, Pa. 

The iron for the roof of J. H. Walker’s paper mill, Burn- 
side, Conn., has arrived and is being placed in position over 
the machine room. 

Besides the new stock house at the pulp mill the Hollings- 
worth & Whitney Company is building an addition to the 
lower mill, Gardiner, Me. 

George Walsh, of Lee, Mass., was injured in the Eagle 
Mill by having his left arm caught in the gearing last 
week. The arm was badly torn, but it is believed that it 
can be saved. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., has built 
a footbridge across the water power canal in front of its 
mill, which considerably shortens the walks of employees to 
and from the mill. 

A new beater is being installed in the paper mill con- 
ducted by the East Hartford Manufacturing Company in 
Burnside, Conn. Other necessary repairs are being made 
to the mill while it is shut down. 

Nicholas Kimple, employed at the mill of the Franklin 
Paper Company at Holyoke, Mass., was fatally injured 
Friday by a bale of paper stock falling upon him. He 
was taken to a hospital, where he died Sunday. 

The Bowdoin Paper Company, Brunswick, Me., has re- 
cently purchased 100,000 acres of timber land in New 


Brunswick. ‘The land is heavily wooded and is situated on 
the Bay of Fundy, ahout 40 miles above St. John. The 
tract has a frontage of about 15 miles on the bay, which 
makes the product easily available for water transportation. 

The Harrison, Schick & Pratt Company, of Bozrahville, 
Conn., which is now operating the mill owned by it and 
formerly run by W. A. Bingham & Co. on a lease, has put 
in a new engine and made other repairs and is again run- 
ning on specialties and toilet papers. 

The Boyce Paper Mills, Marseilles, Ill., closed down iast 
week and all surplus help about the mills has been dis- 
charged. The only forces retained are those who are erect- 
ing the new addition and putting in the tag board ma- 
chines. Work in the mills will not be resumed until the 
tag board machine is completed. 

The H. E. Rogers Paper Company has a large force of 
men at work building a brick addition to its East paper mill 
on Charter Oak street, Manchester, Conn. The new part 
will be used for boiler rooms and a couple of new paper 
making machines will be installed. The addition is of 
brick and will be one story in height. The work will be 
completed in a few weeks. 

The Brown Paper Company plant, Fort Madison, Ia., is 
at present a busy scene. The new buildings are nearly 
completed and the placing of the new machinery is now 
going on. It is expected that the plant will be in operation 
again this month. The improvements are substantial and 
modern in every particular and will possess many con- 
veniences not heretofore had. The capacity .of the plant 
will be almost doubled. The new machines are all laid on 


concrete, boiler and engirie rooms well ventilated and there 
is 2 fine equipment for heating in winter throughout the 
building. 

The two mills at Waterford, Conn., which were bought 
by the Thames Company, have been extensively repaired 
and one of them has been running for a short time on 
bogus manila. At the present time both are stopped, as the 
water is very low, and further repairs are being made. The 
upper mill is being thoroughly overhauled and fitted to 
manufacture toilet tissue paper, and both mills will be 
equipped with steam power enough to enable them to run 
steady during the summer dry spells. 

Alex McDougall, civil engineer, who recently returned to 
Ottawa from England and the Continent, where for some 
time he has been studying some of the big engineering works, 
has just been appointed to design new reservoirs for the 
Chicoutimi Pulp Company and Price Brothers, of Quebec, 
to insure them a sufficient water supply for their mills at 
the season of low water. The undertakings are extensive, 
the developments in question being two of the largest in 
Canada. 

At a meeting of the stockholders of the Ballston Paper 
Company, Ballston, N. Y., the directors elected for one 
year were H. F. Drew, Mabel E. Drew and James E.

Its Adaptability in the Production of the Best Book and 
Writing Papers—Claimed to Equal 
Esparto. 


Artice IIT. 

Bagasse, as stated in previous articles, was originally 
chosen in preference to esparto, to take the place of cotton 
rags, as it gave a rather better fibre than the esparto and 
is of a more cottony nature, says an “American Expert” in 
the World’s Paper Trade Review. The quantity produced 
in the United States is small, but there are many places 
adjacent to the United States from which freight rates to 
United States paper making centres would be as low as or 
lower than if shipped from Louisiana. The total quantity 
of cane sugar produced is about 4,000,000 short tons, and 
this gives about 2.04 tons of dry bagasse per ton of sugar, 
or, say, 8,160,000 tons. With a 43 per cent. yield, that 
would give 3,508,000 tons of bleached pulp.

This material does not offer the same difficulties in col- 
lection as straw, wood, &c., as the cane mill has to be put 
up in a central location, the cane being grown in surround- 
ing adjacent lands. So the only investigation to be made 

. is whether a cane mill turns out-.a sufficient quantity of 
bagasse to supply a pulp mill, and also a looking into the 
fuel and freight of pulp question. 

Wheat, oat and rye straw all make good bleached pulp. 
Even if sufficient straw were available there is a question 
of area it has to be collected over, and what the cost of 
press packing, if necessary, freight, fuel, to be incurred, 
&c. Indian corn (or corn stalks) is available as straw to 
the extent of 104,000,000 tons. I have made this into 
bleached pulp, and should class it equally as good as rye 
straw. Unfortunately I did not take any note of the yields ; 
Dahlheim gives it as 40.24 per cent. and Hofmann places 
its yield at 40 per cent. The starch, sugar, gum and pec- 
tose substances are high, viz., 39.7 per cent., as against rye 
straw 25 per cent., and bagasse as 25.62 per cent., but if its 
yield is taken as 40 per cent. it would represent 41,600,000 
tons in paper. A Chicago firm has patented methods of 
extracting the pith, and says that it gets a yield of 60 
per cent. after extraction. This seems a more advantageous 
material to go for than ordinary straw, as there is a very 
large quantity of it, and it makes good pulp, and so far as I 
know there is no outside demand for it like straw. So it 
is that the only question of its adaptability lies in the area 
of collection, the expenses incurred and the fuel problem. 

Concerning old waste paper, it has been known for the 
last 100 years that ink could be taken out of paper; first 
shown by Matthias Koop and later by others. The last 
method was shown about two years ago in London, called 
the Knopf process. It gives good results and the pulp 
comes out white, but it is too expensive. The general way 
is to boil the waste paper with soda; this renders the ink 
soluble and it can be washed out, but it browns the pulp, 
especially that containing ground wood. Hofmann’s book 
on paper making, page 1088, German edition, states, after 
commenting on the brown color of the subsequent pulp: 
“It does not appear impossible that a process will be found 
by which one can dissolve printers’ ink without turning 
brown the ground wood contained in it.” 

I may say that within the last eight months I have found 
such a process, and it is very cheap, and the chemical I 
use acts very evenly. Printers’ ink is a compound of lin- 
seed oil or nut oil, rosin, brown soap, say together 36 
pounds, and to this are added 10 pounds of lampblack, 5 
ounces of indigo and § ounces of Prussian blue. If 15 per 
cent. of the chemical in question is used, all three colors 
are taken out, if only 12 per cent. of the chemical is used 
the lampblack is taken out, but the two blues remain in. 
This may be an advantage for news, which has to be blued 
anyway, but for book the blue would have to be taken out. 
\s the indigo and other blue are not bright, lively colors, 
like ultramarine, common news which is composed of 80 
per cent. ground wood and 20 per cent. sulphite, it comes 
out a lightish yellow, same as the natural color of ground 


wood. Book paper comes out a high white, just the same 
as high bleached pulp looks in the beater. There seems to 
be other advantages in using this chemical, as it takes a 
certain amount of gum pectose substances and non-cellulose 
materials out of the waste paper and defiberizes it; that is, 
reduces original diameter of ground wood, thus improving 
it very much. As this was the case, I tested it on all kinds 
of material, viz., rags, wheat, oat, rye and rice straws, jute, 
bagasse, corn stalks, bagging, &c., and found it did as good 
work as did caustic soda, with the advantage that it was 
much cheaper and did not weaken the fibre like soda, but 
left it in its original strength. 

I may say that printing ink can be taken out of waste 
paper with the chemical in cold solution, but it is not so 
effective as boiling it about fifteen to forty-five minutes, 
according to the nature of the waste paper. Longer boil- 
ing is apt to injure the color. Other papers, such as ma- 
nilas, containing considerable ground wood (tested with 
aniline sulphate) were boiled in .the new chemical; the 
latter exerts such an influence that the papers are easily 
bleached, and such a use of it would doubtless be well 
adapted to waste manila, especially for Extra No. 1, and 
Ordinary No. 1, although No. 2 bleaches well. 

Bagasse in 1856 was treated by Thomas Routledge, and 
again in 1878 by Carl Hofmann, both with caustic soda, 
and results were good. No difficulties were presented with 
this process, as the pectoses and ligno substances are only 
24.84 per cent. The mean of esparto and straw represent 
27.66 per cent. of pectoses and encrusting matter, i. e., ba- 
gasse contains 10.22 per cent. less of pectose and encrusting 
matter than straw and esparto. 

The new chemical process is a double one which removes 
as much pectose and pithy substances as possible by cold 
steeping, thus reducing as far as possible the percentage 
of extraneous matter which would use up unnecessary 
chemicals. Further, a greater amount can be got in the 
digester, and as most chemicals act in ratio of dilution in 
water versus dry material put in, this is an advantage* 
The process is designed to recover the sugar left in the 
bagasse as a crystallizable matter, or even if invert sugar is

formed to recover it as alcohol, and the partly cold process 
is always designed to save fuel. 

Whatever processes may be found to be the best, it is 
absolutely necessary to apply to each some method of re- 
moving the pith and as far as possible all, or as much ex- 
traneous matter outside of cellulose as can be removed, 
and at the same time to recover the sugar, either as crystal- 
lizable or invert sugar (glucose) for alcohol. 

There is a patent for using sucrate of lime on bagasse. 
It is true lime is more soluble in a sugar solution than in 
plain water, but seeing that in boiling bagasse in lime alone 
the sugar left in the fibre would become soluble, there 
seems no object in adding sugar to it. I have tried lime 
alone and lime with saccharine matter, but gained nothing. A 
recent patent seeks to reduce bagasse to pulp by moistening 
it and then exposing it to chlorine gas. However, it looks 
as if the fibre would be destroyed by the action of chlorine, 
for chlorine at first bleaches cellulose, and if kept long 
enough destroys it. 

In order to get at the best and most economical method 
of treating the bagasse, the best way is to recommend the 
examination as to the utility of any patent, and this can 
be carried out by taking given weights of chemicals, a 
given weight of the material and volume of water; boil 
and evaporate boiling liquor and wash water, and find ex- 
tractive matter by differences. The resulting cellulose 
could be dried in a water oven and weighed, and the cel- 
lulose bleached in case of sulphite liquors. Analysis of 
liquors would have to be made. 

The best way, however, seems to put up an experimental 
digester to stand 180 pounds pressure, lined with lead and 
jacketed, about 2 feet in diameter by 2 feet high; one 
beater, 33 inches long, 1614 inches broad, and 7.087 inches 
deep; one modern vat to contain about 20 to 30 cubic feet ; 
two wire molds; a set of deckles, ranging from thin paper 
to thick board, and a set of felts.

Walsh’s Paper Machine—Envelope—Machine for Making 
Sticky Fly Paper—Cleansing Paper Making Machine 
—Letter Snx*t and Envelope. 


James Walsh, of Holyoke, Mass., has been granted 
patent No. 768,834 on a paper machine. 

In the drawings A indicates the vat or tank for the 
paper pulp, having rotatably partially submerged thereon 
on a horizontal axis the cylinder B, as usual, the periph- 
eral wall a of said cylinder being constituted by a 
screen or other foraminous material. The screened periph- 
eral wall of the cylinder has divisional strips b, which 
may be of metal, such as solder, or the same may be

constituted by a non-metallic substance. D represents 
the coucher roll mounted in journal bearings on the 
hinged supporting frame d therefor and arranged to roll 
peripherally adjacent the cylinder. E represents an end- 
less felt having a width approximately that of the length 
of the cylinder, the same running around the coucher roll, 
the lower course 10 thereof upon the upper unsubmerged 
part of the cylinder, then between the pair of rolls 12 12 
outside of the vat, thence downwardly to and partially 
around the roll 13; forwardly to and around the roll 14, 
thence with a return course toward the vat upwardly and 
rearwardly partially around the roll or cylinder 15 to and 


around the guide roll 16, the upper course of this felt band 
or belt returning to and around the coucher roll. 

Above and adjacent the roll 15 is a roll 18, forwardly 
beyond which and axially parallel therewith is a similar 
roll 19, around which rolls 18 and 19 is a comparatively 
wide belt or band F, which advantageously may be of 
flexible rubber or similar composition of rubber, and this 
rubber band F in its passage around and under the roll 
18 and adjacent the roll 15 is brought in practice in prox- 
imity to or surfage contact upon the felt band or apron E. 

G represents a dryer drum having steam inlet and out- 
let, as usual, and 2round the same is disposed in a pe- 
culiar manner an endless felt band or apron H, an inner 
looplike course 20 thereof nearly encircling and in sur- 
face contact against the periphery of the dryer drum, 
while the outer course 22 thereof is guided around and 
supported by the series of rolls 23, a looped portion or 
bight 24 of this felt running around in coniact with the 
periphery of a suction cylinder J, horizontally mounted 
axially parallel with and adjoining the one, 19, of the pair 
of rubber blanket supporting rolls or cylinders 18 and 19. 

L represents a table horizontally located above the 
suction box and roll 19 and in a position to receive the 
sheets of paper completed thereupon after the same are 
brought off from the dryer cylinder G, f representing a 
guide to lead the sheets from between the endless carrier 
band H and the dryer cylinder onto the table. 

M represents an endless band or apron, which may be 
of felt or other suitable material, the upper course of 
which runs between and is supported by the pair of rolls 
25 25, and the said upper course of this band or apron M 
is in facewise contact with and next under the whole or a 
portion of the under course of the aforementioned rubber 
apron F, the dotted line representation of a roll 25* indi- 
cating a guide support for a looped part of the apron M, 
closely in relation to the pair of rolls 18 and 15, which 
arrangement may be carried out, if desired, in preference® 
to that shown by the full lines. ‘ 

It has been deemed unnecessary to here illustrate 
mechanism for imparting the rotary motion to the various 
cylinders and rolls, which motion, of course, is understood 
as imparting the progression to the endless bands or 
aprons mentioned, and in the drawings for the purpose of 
clearness of indication of the courses of contiguous por- 
tions of some of the endless bands or aprons such con- 





tiguous portions are represented as in slight separation 
—as, for instance, where the apron E comes to proximity 
between rolls 18 and 15 with the apron F and where the 
apron M is in facewise proximity to the under course of 
the apron F; but these approximate parts are understood 
in actual construction and operation as running in face- 
wise contact, except, of course, when sheets of paper are 
carried thereupon. 

In the operation the stuff or pulp taken from the vat 
A onto the peripherally screened cylinder having screen 
stoppering strips b, and thereby having the laid on web 
individualized or produced after being transformed finally 
into separate sheets, is carried off at and then around the 
coucher roll and horizontally forwardly and then down- 
wardly to contact with the under course of the apron F, 
to which the web sheets will adhere or be caused to 
adhere, the apron E having its course of departure at the 
roll 15 away from the said lower course of the rubber or 
otherwise constituted apron F. The web sheets forwardly 
produced along and with the course of the apron F are 
carried at the roll 19 to and facewise against the felt apron 
H, which has its running course around the suction 
cylinder J, such apron now carrying the nearly com- 
pleted sheets of paper around on the circumferential sur- 
face of the dryer cylinder between such surface and the 
inner course 20 of the said felt apron, the sheets emerging 
at x onto the support L therefor. 

The web forming and paper making operation carried 
out by this machine for the production of the sheets in- 
itially individualized at the cylinder because of the sub- 
dividing strips b of refractory or non-porous substance 
insures the making of paper of as fine or coarse quality 
as desired and as corresponds to the stuff or pulp em- 
ployed in a highly satisfactory and rapid manner, and the 
sheets will have the edges thereof characteristic of deckle 
edged paper.

PAPER.—There has been a slight increase in the de- 
mand for the various grades this week. The feature of 
the market, however, is the better feeling that prevails in 
regard to the business outlook. Both jobber and manufac- 
turer realize that with the revival of business activity, 
which nearly always starts soon after the first of Septem- 
ber, an increased demand for paper must follow. This 
demand, while as yet small, gives evidence of expansion 
within the next few weeks. With the jobbers there has 
been more business this week. The manufacturers also 
report an increased volume of inquiry. Some of the mills, 
particularly those making the standard grades, are reported 
very busy. On the other hand, it is said that some of the 
mills making the average grades of paper have very few 
orders ahead. With the advent of the fall demand the 
owners of these mills will no doubt stiffen their prices, 
which heretofore have been rather weak. News papers 
are in very fair demand at 2.30@2.40c. Book papers, ex- 
cept the standard grades, are said to be rather weak. Ma- 
nilas as yet are not in very strong demand. The No. 2 
Wood Manilas are very scarce indeed and are said to be 
quoted at 2.35c. Writings are unchanged; still, they are 
thought to be a little firmer because of the opening ofthe 
fall season. Box Boards are yet in rather light demand. 
No important change has taken place in them since last 
week. Some developments, however, are expected as a 
result of the meeting of Box Board manufacturers which is 
being held today at Buffalo, N. Y. We quote: 
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WOOD PULP—From all accounts the surplus stock 
of ground wood that could come on the market if the 
prices warranted its release is comparatively small. No 
offerings of pulp are being made. Manufacturers who 
happened to have surplus stocks have replied to inquiries 
that they do not care to sell. In addition to the scarcity 
of pulp the fear is general that this fall is apt to be dry 
and that ground wood will in the near future be worth 
much more money than it is at present. The nominal 
quotation on ground wood is said to be between $14 and 
$16 at the mill, according to the grade.
